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Prater clears OKC officer in

The Oklahoma State Depart- 
ment of Health laid off 37 peo- 
ple on Friday and announced 
161 others likely will lose their 
jobs in March. 

Those laid off Friday were 
unclassified employees, mean- 
ing they didn’t have state civil 
service protections. Some 
worked at county health 
departments as advanced 
practice registered nurses, 
local emergency response 
coordinators and partnership 
consultants. Others worked in 
the central offices in records, 
minority health, performance 
management and the Cen- 
ter for Health Innovation and 
Effectiveness. 

The department faces a bud- 
get gap, allegedly due to misuse 
of federal funds, which Interim 
Health Commissioner Pres- 
ton Doerflinger said officials 
tried to cover with “accounting 
tricks.” Former Health Com- 
missioner Terry Cline left the 
agency as its financial trou- 
bles boiled over, as did his top 
deputy, Julie Cox-Kain; the 
department's business plan- 
ning director, Felesha Scan- 
lan; and general counsel Don 
Maisch. 

The Legislature appropriated 
$30 million for the depart- 
ment to meet payroll through 
the end of the fiscal year before 
adjourning in November. The 
remaining budget gap isn’t 
certain because the Legislature 
hasn’t approved a final bud- 
get for the current fiscal year, 
which ends in June, depart- 
ment spokesman Tony Sellars

An Oklahoma City police 
officer who fatally shot a deaf 
man in September “was act- 
ing in self-defense,” Okla- 
homa County District Attorney 
David Prater said Friday. 

The district attorney cleared 
Sgt. Christopher Barnes, an 


eight-year veteran, of any 
wrongdoing in the deadly Sept. 
19 shooting of Magdiel San- 
chez, who was deaf and devel- 
opmentally disabled. 

“At the moment officer 
Barnes discharged his pistol, he 
was acting in self-defense and, 
in my opinion, had no other 
reasonable option to prevent 
Mr. Sanchez from seriously 
injuring or killing him,” Prater

told reporters during a news 
conference. 

Sanchez was shot after fail- 
ing to comply with officers’ 
commands to drop a 2-foot 
metal pipe he was aggressively 
swinging while approaching 
the officers, Prater said. San- 
chez’s family has characterized 
the pipe as his “trusted walking 
stick.” 

“Witnesses described Mr. 


Sanchez walking around the 
neighborhood with this in his 
hand often,” Prater said while 
holding up the pipe, which was 
wrapped in athletic tape with a 
black wrist strap. 

Prater then hit the pipe 
against the floor twice, making 
loud clangs.
